Half century of service. 
by German school here 


(Old Six Mile 
Historical Society) 

On June 28, 1862, a gathering of 14 
pioneer local Christians assembled. 
at the Ben Wood School, three miles 
east of Granite City, to organize a 
congregation for German Pro- 
testants of this area. 

Immediately ‘after the congrega- 
tion had been: organized, the 
founders began to make plans to 
build a house of worship. 

HENRY RUWISCH gave two 
acres of land for a site for the new 
church, and 156 persons contributed 
$1,052 The church was completed in 
1863 at a cost of $1,062. 

The ‘Rev. Wilken was the first 
pastor. During his pastorate, a par- 
sonage was built in 1864 

Because the German families 
preferred instruction for their 
children in their own language, 
religion and customs, they establish- 
ed a parochial school in 1866. 

St. John Parochial 
history extends from that year for a 
span of more than a half-century 


THE FIRST FACULTY member, 
Mr, Juennemann, was hired to. be 
the teacher of the elementary sub- 
jects. For this work, he received $40 
amonth. 

The confirmands continued to be 
taught by the pastor. Since shorten- 
ed, this religious teaching consumed 
the entire day 

In those early years, the 1860s and 
1870s, the school classes were held in 
the church and in the parsonage. 
The pupils paid $8 for instruction 


during the term, which lasted from * 


October to Easter. 

BY 1890, the church’s membership 
had grown so large that a new sanc- 
tuary was built. The old church was 
torn down ant this lumber was used 
for the first schoolhouse. 

Constructed in. 1881, the school 
building was 24x75 feet in size and 
cost $1,534 to build. 

After 1912, the elementary school 
was discontinued when the boys and 
girls of German descent began to at- 
tend the rural schools in their 
neighborhoods. But the confirmands 
still attended school on an all-day 
basis. 

Some of the confirmands traveled 
long distances on horseback due to 
the bad road conditions in winter- 
time. 

A LONG BARN was built in the 
church yard near Nameoki Road. 
There, the youngsters’ horses could 
be fed.and provided with water dur- 
ing the day. 

Some children roomed and board- 
ed in the near vicinity of the church. 
As many as eight students worked 
and resided with the pastor at a 
time. . 

Mrs. Sophia Gieszélmann often 
told friends of some ef her ex- 
periences while living at the par- 
sonage as a child.

SHE HAD TO WASH clothes, iron 
them, bake bread, make butter, 
clean chickens and, sometimes, 
milk the cow—in exchange for her 
room and board. 

When comments were made in 
more recent years that “you had to 
work very hard,” she answered, “I 
hope to tell you I worked hard.”” 

All instruction as well as the 
church services were in the German 
language. 

FULL ADHERENCE to the 
ancestral language continued here 
until 1918, and there were both Ger- 
man and English services for a 
number of years afterward.

Alderman Sharon Perjak asked 
why the amendment had been 
brought in. ‘I understand this was 
brought in to deter the Political Ac- 
tion group,” she said. “I don’t think 
that group can be all bad—they must 
do some good things. This (amend: 
yment) is ridiculous, We're trying to 


keep Granite City under a glass. 
We're not letting our residents know 
what's going on.” 

Mrs. Perjak added that she feels 
she miay not legally be able to cam- 
paign for office if the amendment 
passes because she works during the 
allowed hours for solicitations. 

Alderman Paul Fisk agreed with 
Mrs. Perjak. Fisk said he feels the 
amendment also would affect visita- 
tion programs by various churches. 
The groups visit parishioners who 
have been missing from church ser- 
vices regently. 


Fisk also said that he does not 
need help to get rid of solicitors. “I 
don’t know about you, but if I don’t 
want to talk to, someone that comes 
to my door, I tell them to go on their 
way,” he said.

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Working on the school problem 


Citizens groups, one in every legislative district of 
the state, have begun to gather to try and come up 
with some answers to the perplexing problems that 
face public education in Illinois today 

The Illinois Project for School Reform, headed by 
Michael J. Bakalis. executive director, has a 
sizeable task ahead of it-as the committee for this 
district, chaired by State Rep. Sam Wolf (D-Granite 
City), learned as it met last night in Edwardsville. 

Some of the major problems the committees. are 
tackling are the statewide shortage of funds for 
schools, the fact that teaching is no longer attrac 
ting and keeping top-notch people and the negative 
public image of schools caused, in part, by 78 per 
cent of adults in Illinois who do not have children in 
schools 

The committee for this district agreed last night 
that additional state funding must be found for 
schools if some of the problems can be solved or the 
situation improved.. The question whether those 

“funds can be found within existing resources or will 
come from new funding sources is being hotly 
debated. 

One possiblé solution may be in the Illinois State 
Lottery. which was created to aid education, mental 
health and developmental disabilities rently, 
about 37 percent of the lottery's proceeds go to 
education. the committee was told 

‘A bill to raise money for education by increasing 
the price pf a. lottery ticket from $1 to $1.25 was 

recently killed in the legislature because of fears it 
would reduce’lottery ticket sales, would give too 


high a percentage of the school aid to the Chicago 
area and because surrounding. states’ may enact 
their own $1 lotteries soon, giving them un edge over 
Illinois. 

Increasing the State income tax, possibly coupled 
with a decrease in the real estate tax also were 
discussed, as was an increase in the sales tax. All 
the proposals had drawbacks. 


No answers were found, but progress was made 
as teachers, school board members, news people. 
farmers, businessmen and industrial workers on 
the committee exchanged their ideas and feelings. 

‘The issue is undoubtedly too complicated for one 
committee to solve, but the hundreds of citizens ser- 
ving on all of the committees statewide are sure to 
come up by year’s end with some new ideas for the 
legislature to consider

recognized 

Fifty-two percent said teachers 
are underpaid and that more 
rewards would help attract better 
people to the profession. Qnly five 
percent think teachers are overpaid. 
Among those advocating spending 
cuts for public schools, only four per- 
cent proposed reducing teacher 
salaries. 

Nearly two-thirds said they would. 
vote in favor of more money for 
public schools. “It is unclear; 
however. whether this 63 percent 
would actually be willing to dig into 
their own pockets for the additional 
funds,” Bakalis said. “given the fact 
that two out of three school tax 
referenda in Illinois failed between 
1977 and 1983."*

It isn’t often that gun control ad- 
vocates and the National Rifle 
Association can agree on legislative 
initiatives. But in the early spring. 
these two -organizations were in 
agreement on at ‘least’ one topic 
banning the importation and 
manufacture of *-¢op killer” bullets. 

A “cop killer” is a hard metal 
bullet that ean pierce through a light 
weight bullet-resistant vest as 
though it were a cotton undershirt 

In early June; Senators Strom 
Thurmond (R ) and Daniel 
Moynihart (D-N.¥.) introduced S. 
2766. This measure bans the im- 
portation and manufacture ‘of 
armor-piercing bullets in the United 
States. It also imposes a mandatory 
federal sentence of not less than five 
years for anyoné caught in.posses- 
sion of such ammunition while com 
mitting a violent crime. There can 
be no parole.er reduced sentence 


Finally, S. 2766 would impose a 
fine of $10,000 and imprison a dealer 
up to 10 years if the dealer sells the 
ammunition to a questionable user 
An exception has been granted to 
state and local police departments 
that request these bullets. 

S. 2766 has passed the Senate 
Judiciary Committee. The House 
Judiciary Committee approved a 
similar measure (H.R. 6067) in early 
August. Both Houses of Congress 
can expect floor action sometime

The oldest of the twé gentlemen put the 
initial $12,500 in the account and immediately 
signed a joint account agreement with the 
younger gentiemen. Later, the older joint te 
nant, without the other's kriowledge, deposited 
an additional $13,500. Subsequently, the elder 
gentleman died 

There is no question that either man could 
withdraw all the money while both were alive 
What happens, however, upon the death of the 
first. In this case, @ dispute grose over the 
disbursement of the’monegy between the estate 
of the deceased and the surviving joint tenant 


The Illinois Supreme Court awarded the money 
in this case to the ‘surviving joint tenant. The 
Court found that the deceased intended to give 
the survivor the proceeds of the account.

More.than five million electric and 
gas customers throughout Illinois, 
including Quad-Cityans served by 
Union Electric, will be getting a 
message in September from the 
Citizens Utility. Board, as the grow- 
ing consumer advocacy organiza- 
tion kicks off its second round of 
membrship recruitment. 

CUB reaches its’ potentiat 
mémbers with enclosures in residen- 
tial utility bills; or with printed 
messages on. bills that appear in 
posteard form. It is the only 
organization in Illinois ever granted 
such authority. 

In September, 2,282,000 gas and 
electric customer will receive CUB 
literature enclosed in their bills. In 
addition, 3,114,000 customers will 
receive a CUB message printed on 
their bills. 

The watchdog and advocacy group 
is stressing the importance of look- 
ing for the message and hopes 
residents will respond favorably. 

“Most people think that a message 
in a utility bill is automatically from 
the utility company — and they read 
it with skepticism,"’ said CUB Cam- 
paign Director Larry Kamer. ‘But

CUB is not a government agen- 
cy, and receives no tax dollars. 


Added funds for 
libraries in Illinois 


About 2,500 libraries in Illinois will 
benefit from a five percent incresas 
in grants, for fiscal 1985 under 
legislation signed into law by Gov. 
James R. Thompson. 

“Because library systems have no 
taxing authority,’ the governor 
said, “they depend ons tate grants’ 
as their primary source of revenue. 
‘This additional funding, made possi- 
ble by a change in the formula, will 
allow us to provide reater support.”’ 

House Bit! 2721 raises per capital 
grant rates from $1.09 to $1.145 and 
grographis rates from $38.19 per 
square mile to $40.10. The changes in 
th formula allow an increase of 
$730,700 for the program in 1984-85 

“The increase for Illinois’ 18 
library systems represens a greater 
commitment of cooperation and 
sharing - among libraries,"” said 
Secretary of State Jim Edgar. ‘The 
system gives more patrons easy ac- 
cess to the collections of hundreds of 
libraries. 

“This kins of funding ensures that 
you don’t have to live in a major col- 
lege town or big city in order to use 
the resources of Illinois’ finest 
libraries."

Organized labor and United Way 
have a long history of working 
together on the common goals of im- 
proving the quality of community 
life and helping people in need 

This tradition of people helping 
people, a basic tenet of the labor 
movement and the American way.of 
life, is realized through United 
Way's network of voluntary agen:

“A basic principle of the American 
Federation of Labor - Congress of In-

As a result 
of this relationship, jointly spon- 
sored programs ate conducted at the 
national, state and local levels to 
provide ongoing servicés to 
members of orgdnized labor, their 
families and t communi 
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Many recipients of United 
rvices are working people; 
than 60 percent of all United 


Way contributions come from work-~ 


ing people 

Organized labor helps provide a 
variety of human services for the 
Tri-City Area community. Through 
the AFL-CIO Union Counselor Pro- 
gram, coordinated by George Cook, 
AFL-CIO ' representative on, the 
United Way staff, rank-and-file 
union members are trained to serve 
as information andy referral 
specialists for their union brothers 
and sisters. This program was 
developed by the AFL-CIO Depart-
